(ARLB041) ARRL now is an 
official affiliate program of Citizen 
Corps, an initiative within the 
Department of Homeland Security 
to enhance public preparedness and 
safety. ARRL President Jim 
Haynie, WSJBP, signed a formal 
Statement of Affiliation between 
DHS and ARRL during the ARRL 
2003 National Convention June 21 
in Dallas, Texas. 


Chief Operating Officer of the 
Emergency Preparedness and 
Response Directorate (FEMA) Ron 
Castleman represented DHS at the 
signing. Citizen Corps Liaison to 
the White House Liz DiGregorio 
called ham radio operators the 

’’ first of the first responders.”’ 


You are there. You are part of that 
very, very first response when it 
happens locally,’’ especially in the 
initial stages of an emergency or 
disaster, DiGregorio told the 
overflow audience at the signing 
ceremony. She urged amateurs to

need to show your community that 
you're engaged,”’ she said. ’’ They 
need to know as a community that 
ARRL is there.”’ 


Among other things, the affiliation 
statement calls on DHS and ARRL 
to raise public awareness of 
Amateur Radio as a safety resource. 
In addition, DHS and ARRL will 
cooperate in providing training and 
accreditation for Amateur Radio 


emergency communications and 
promote the formation of local 
Citizen Corps councils.

EPA PIC Speaks to 
Local Vets 


(from ARRL EPA Section News) 
CQ Public Service Editor and EPA 
PIC WA3PZO spoke to a group of 
local veterans about the importance 
of ham radio at war. Lincoln High 
School in Philadelphia paused on 
Memorial Day to honor those 
students who have served in the 
military. The High School was also 
able to award 5 high school 
diplomas to students who left 
school before graduating, but got 
their GED or equivalent while in 
the service. 


WA3PZO spoke about the call to 
service during World War II, the 
first notice of a Korean invasion by 
ham radio, and the importance of 
MARS during Vietnam and more 
current conflicts. He also 
highlighted amateur radio’s role in 
the war on terrorism, and being 
caught in the war on drugs. He 
talked about the many astronauts 
who are members of the military 
and also hams. The Columbia 
disaster was also highlighted. 
Finally he covered the educational 
role of the hobby and some of the 
fun things that we do. Many had no 
idea of the role of ham radio 
operators in emergencies. To others 


it brought back some memories of 
using the phone patch during 
Vietnam to stay in touch with loved 
ones back home. 


PMRC Blurb editor 
speaks to Central 
Pennsylvania 
Repeater Associa- 
tion 


Your own Blurb Editor, Maggie 
Leber K3XS, in her role as an 
AMSAT Area Coordinator, spoke 
on the subject of the 
AMSAT/OSCAR-40 amateur radio 
spacecraft at the June meeting of the 
Central Pennsylvania Repeater 
Association, a Harrisburg area 
amateur radio club, at the invitation 
of club president Gary Blacksmith 
WA3CPO. The meeting was held at 
the Harrisburg facilities of 
M/ACom Wireless. Just before the 
meeting, Maggie was conducted on 
a brief tour of the M/ACom 
Harrisburg facilities by Bob 
Marzari, W1PT. M/ACom is 
supplying RF communications 
systems with Internet—based digital 
backbones to municipal, country 
and state government agencies in 
the Commonwealth, and they have 
extensive integration and test 
facilities at this site. 


After a short demonstration of the 
club’s new C—band ATV 
transmitter, soon to be installed at a 
mountaintop antenna site, Maggie 
spoke about what makes AO-40 
different from other amateur 
satellites, what facilities survived 
the on—board explosion of the 400N 
rocket engine, what the future of 
AO-40 holds, and what the 


requirements are to get on the air 
via AO-40. 


Several of the CPRA members 
indicated their interest in becoming 
active on AO—40 as a result of the 
presentation, and Maggie will be 
presenting an updated version of the 
presentation at the Phil—Mont 
regular monthly meeting in 
November.

A recent Reuters news wire item 
tells us that Nextel Communications 
Inc. says it will use trademark law 
to stop competition for its "walkie— 
talkie" service from using the term 
"push—to—talk" to describe their 
products. "It makes smart and 
strategic sense to protect a name 
that refers to a brand," said Audrey 
Schaefer of Nexttel. She added that 
if another company uses the term 
"push-to-talk" Nextel will "notify 
the organization that Nextel owns 
the rights to that label" 


Some lawyers outside Nextel think 
there may be a problem here. 
Reuters quoted Steven Bauer, a 
partner in the intellectual property 
group at Boston law firm Testa, 
Hurwitz & Thibeault as saying 
"You can’t use trademark law to 
remove words from the dictionary 
and prevent their ordinary use" 
Bauer says the phrase is too generic 
to be a strong trademark. 


Reuters says the push-to-talk 
feature is popular among small 
work groups for asking colleagues 
for answers to quick questions, 
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describing it as "a convenient 
alternative to having to dial a 
number on a phone..."

Ask Ted: E-mail 
Etiquette 


This month the Ask Ted article is 
from my better half Pat; 


Just in case not everyone reads the 
Good Housekeeping magazine, 
Peggy Post had some great tips on 
e-mail etiquette that I really 
thought more people should know 
about. For instance, did you know 
that typing in all capital letters is 
considered the same as YELLING! 
That’s very impolite. 


Some etiquette rules apply to the 
office, and some to just friendly e— 
mails. 


At the office, don’t use what Peggy 
calls e—gossiping. If you wouldn’t 
want what you have written to be 
posted on a bulletin board at work, 


then don’t put it in your e—mail. 
More people have access to your e— 
mail than you might imagine (like 
the IT director) and who knows if 
your so-called friend you’ re 
sending the message too doesn’t 
like the other person better and may 
decide to forward your little bit of 
gossip? It’s much safer to save your 
gossiping about co—workers for 
after hours; that is if it must be done 
at all. 


Also, never leave the subject line 
blank (for work or social e—mails). 
Without a clue as to what the 
message is about, how is one to 
know which ones are most 
important and must be opened first? 
Especially in business, when time 
can be limited. Wouldn’t it be awful 
to open all the unknown e—mails 
you hadn’t had time to read until 
4:00 only to discover that 
tomorrow’s 2:00 lay—off meeting 
was moved up to 2:00 this 
afternoon and you missed it? 


A few other rules — don’t ramble on 
about Aunt Jane or cousin Sue in 
the middle of business e—mail. 
Business e—mails should be kept 
short and to the point. Jokes are not 
appropriate in the office! 


Some things still need to be done in 
person, and cannot be replaced with 
e-mail, even though it might be 
timesaving or just easier than doing 
it in person. For example, do not 
ask for a raise in a e—mail, or 
remind your boss that it is time for 
your next evaluation. If you have 
asked in person for time off and the 
boss has approved and requested 
that you send an e—mail to remind 
him of the dates, then that’s fine, 
but don’t just ask in an e—mail and 
assume he or she had time to read it 
and approved your time off because 
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there was no return e—mail stating 
otherwise. 


Don’t use lots of smilies and 
emoticons or acronyms in your e— 
mails at work. Maybe your vice 
president has never LOL (laugh out 
loud) in his life, and maybe thinks ; 
) is bad punctuation rather than a 
sideways smiley face winking at 
him. It’s just possible that he may 
not be amused. By the way, if you 
are receiving unsolicited x-rated 
spam mail at work, don’t even open 
it. Just report it to your IT or MIS 
director. The economy is not good 
enough today to be getting fired 
over such mail. 


At home there are other rules. One 
that really bothers me is when 
people pass on jokes and don’t 
bother to delete all the other e—mail 
addresses at the top. First of all, it’s 
a privacy issue. Some people equate 
this to giving out their phone 
numbers to a telemarketer, and have 
you asked each one on your list if 
you can do this? Second if all, it 
takes up a lot of space and is 
annoying to have to space down 
pass all that junk to get to the real 
stuff. Some programs have group 
mail so you don’t have to display 
all the individual e—mail addresses. 


But seriously, is it really so hard to 
take a few seconds and delete all 
those extra lines and clean up the 
mail a bit before forwarding it on to 
a friend? Then there’s the subject of 
chain letters — if you don’t send this 
to ten friends within five minutes 
your toilet is going to blow up or all 
the people in Ohio will starve — 
well what happens if your recipient 
doesn’t have ten friends to forward 
the mail to, or if they really believe 
something bad will happen if they 
don’t forward it in time? Now isn’t 


that rotten to stress out a friend like 
that? If they like it and they want to 
forward it on to someone else they 
know, I’m sure they can make that 
decision on their own. 


And last, but not least, is the subject 
of jokes. Not everyone has the same 
taste. If you are not sure, ask what 
kind of jokes they like, or even if 
they like to receive jokes. Be careful 
of your audience. If you think your 
34-year-old son will get a kick out 
of a joke about the farmer’s 
daughter, that’s great, but perhaps 
you ought to warn him in the 
subject line not to have the kids 
standing behind him when he opens 
the x-rated joke. And your brother 
might love well built blondes in the 
buff but your sister—in—law doesn’t, 
so label it "for Rodney only" and 
keep yourself out of trouble. 


I happen to think it’s polite to put 
on the subject line that this e—mail 
has been virus checked (assuming 
that it has). And if you get e—mail 
from someone you don’t recognize 
— don’t waste your time. You may 
have been spammed with junk mail 
that may damage your files or your 
machine. Don’t even open it. Just 
delete it. 


Oh, and there’s one last e—mail rule 
for both the home and office. Spell 
check. That’s another courtesy that 
takes all of about thirty seconds. 
Show a little respect for those you 
care about! Who knows, maybe 
your grandmother will read your e— 
mail and wonder if you really went 
to school! Spell check and grammar 
are both important. 


Have fun! E—mail is a great 
invention if used correctly. It can 
save time and paper in the office, 
and can help people keep in social 


contact across the miles for less 
than a long distance call. But just 
like not eating peas all lined up 
neatly on your knife, everything has 
its rules of etiquette. Enjoy!

Morse code proficiency will 
disappear as a treaty obligation for 
HF access when the International 
Telecommunication Union— 
sponsored concludes early next 
month. 


"One matter on which there appears 
to be no disagreement is the Morse 
requirement," said International 
Amateur Radio Union Secretary 
(and ARRL CEO) David Sumner, 
K1ZZ, in a report on the second 
week of activity at WRC—03. "It is 
clear that the outcome will be to 
leave it to administrations’ 
discretion whether or not to have a 
Morse receiving and sending 
requirement. No administration 


participating in the sub—working 
group spoke in favor of retaining 
the requirement.” 


Adoption of the modification 
would not mean the immediate 
disappearance of the Morse 
requirement to operate on the 
amateur bands below 30 MHz. Each 
administration, including the FCC, 
would decide whether to drop the 
requirement from its domestic 
regulations. Some countries have 
indicated a desire to retain a Morse 
code requirement, even though it 
would no longer be a treaty 
obligation.
